For that ſo mueh objetted text, Luke 10, 4. Carry neither 
purſe, nor ſcrĩp, nor ſhooes; and ſalute no man by the way. 

1. You may ſee that by thę ſame command the ſeventy Diſ- 
eiples were forbid to weare ſhooes, or eatry a purſe: and yet 
theſe Qurkers, who doe ſo imperieuſly .impoſe upon all men 
this not (alacting, makepo conſcience at all of” thele commands 
of not wearing ſhooes, and not carrying purſes, as is evident 
te any that obſerves them, eſpecially if chey be travelling a fac 
journey. And this Was very fitly objefted by one in Lance- 
ſhire to [ames Nayler, reproving him for his ſalate, who reror- 
ted the words upon bim-againe, a8 pans, guilty of the hreagh'of 
that command, by wearing ſhoees, 1» not this to picke and 
chooſe in the Sct᷑iptures ſuch things 23 doe moſt igtee with their 
humers, and according to their owne fancy to take away from 
the Scriptures, and bring upon themſelves that curſe Rev. 22, 
which they pronounce avainſt others? if it be ſo, that this ex- 
ample be any wayes or in any part binding to us at this day ? 

2. Further, Let the Reader know, this is he binding example 
to vs, but a part ĩculat diſpenſatiqn and command to the ſeventy 
Diſeiples at that time, as will appeate. For 1. When he ſends 
forth the Apoſtles he impoſerh ht that command upon them ; 
put lay es upon them a confrary idnhE ibn, Inte what bouſe ſ+c- 
wer yee enter, ſalute jt, Mat. 10. 1 1, And 2. The Apoſtles pra- 
ctice above ſhewed, cleares, they were under no ſueh command. 
for as much as they walked eontrary, uuleſſe yon chirge PAN 
with ſinning, is that Row. 15, Aff. 21 At 3. They comman- 
ded this worke to others, as above'is proved. 4 That generall 
command to the Saints, to falute all. not enely brethren but al- 
ſo enemies, Mat. 5 47. evidenceth fully. this that was but a par- 
ticular diſpenſation, and ſo to us it is wor binding, i

Thus the Reader may take notice how groundleſſe their cla- 
mour is, in.crying-out ageinſt ſalut ing; and how malicions, in 
making this an Argument again(t the Minifiry. Fer it being 
clearely a command to falnte all; as for the manner of it, he- 
ther by Words or putting off the Hat, we ſhall not he determined 
by their. judgement: For as one Country is not bound to the 
habirs of another; nor is it the duty of a Saint in England te 
weare that kind of garment which was worn by a le in the time 
of Chriſt ; ſo neither did the Apofiles take it their duty to be 
conformed in their ſalutes to the faſhiom of ſalutation uſed ei- 
ther in other Countries, or by the Patriarches in their own. 


Principle 2. Net giving any outward token of Reverence to 
Magiſtrate, Parent, Maſter, or any other, 


Gen, 41 6. loſeph being the Governonrof the Land, when Confur 
his Brethren eame before him, they bowed themſelves before 
him with their Faces to the Earth, Ges. 23. 7 Abraham food 
up and bowed himſelfe to the people of the Land, even to the 
Children of Heth, 1 Sew, x5. 23. That holy Woman Abigail 
when ſhe (aw David, ſhe fell before David on her Face, and 
bowed her ſelſe re the ground. Gen. 33. 3. Jacob bowed to Eſas- 
ſeven times. Gen. 48. f 2. Joſeph bowed himlelfe with his Face 
to his Father /aceb, 1 Kings 1. 33. Nathan the Prophet bowed 
himſelfe to che King with his Face to the ground. Now this 
was a knowne token of Hondur due, and by theſe holy perſons 
given to Magiſtrates and Parents. Let any Chriftian Reader 
conſider the fifth Commandement. Hoxenr thy Father and thy 
Mother. And Re. 13.7. Render te all their dus, tribute towhers 
tribute, honowr to whom hanonwr, Now as tribute and honour are 
here apparent to be due; ſo it is allo plaine, that they are due 
outwardly. For otherwiſe, to pay tribute ig the heart —

would be but a ridicalens illuſion; as alſo is their ſaying, their © 
heart doth honour men, when there is no outward expreffion 
thereof at all.

This is an high way to powre contempt upon perſons in 
ſupreame Authority; at if a Souldier ſhould ſay, He would ho- 
nour the ſapreame Office in the Army, but would not heare 
the Lord Generall Cromwell. How doth this notion canſe ſo 
much irreverent carriage in their: practice generally before the 
Magiſtrates? And we leave it to the Magiſtrates to confider,how © 
impoſkble it (hall be for any to commit treaſsn againſt the ' 
perſon of any Magiſtrate, if there be no honour due to their 
perſon, but their power? But ſo much may ſatisfie for that. 


Princivle 3. That no man wut have the title of Maſter,” 


In the old Teſtament the Saints frequently were ſo ealled. Its 
no leſſe then ſeventeen times ſpoken of Abraham, Gen, 24. 
Exod, 1. 5. 1 Saw. 24 6. David calls King Sau! Maler. 
2 Kings 6.5, One of the Prophets gives that My te Eliſba, Alas 
Maſter. it was berrowed:” So the Apoſtle, Eph. 6. 5. 9. Servants 
be obedient te your Alaſters, Col. 3. 22. 80 in 1 Tin. 611. Let 
the Servants count their ewne Mafters worthy of all bonour, thas 
rhe nawie of God and bis DoFtrine be not blaſphomed. Now for 
vc hat is ohjected, that this onely ſpeaks to the caſe of ſervants ts 
their owne Maſters; we wiſh the Reader to know that the Pro- 
phet, 2 Kings 6, 5. was not a ſervant to Eliſba, though he called 
him Maſter; mor David ſervant to Saul when he was in actuall 
armes againſt him, (we-meane, he was not his Family ſervant) 
when he gave him that title of honour; and called him Mater, 
: Sam, 24. 6. And if the Quakers tand ſo punetually upon the 
command of Chrift, At. 23. 10. let thera know, that if that 
command were binding in this ſenſe whieh they put upon it, 
it ſhould hold in the eaſe of the heads of Families as fully ac any 
others ; and ſo the Apoſtle ſhould ſinne in calling them - 
fers, 1 Tim.

We might pleade againſt them the fruits of their calting off 
the Word and way of God; and the more, becauſe they juſtiſie 
them in ſtead of mourning for them. Such as George Fox, his 
curing of Mc. Fitherſtone ; Miles Ralhead, his cuxſing of mafier 
Walker MiniReref Kendale very lately in the pre ence of maſter 
Archer; and Ar, oc he. Chriſtopher Atkinſon, (a grand leader 
of this prople, and a Prophetieall Impoſtor) ior a good while to- 
cether, his very immodeſt familiarity with (to ſay no more) 2 
woman of his way, inthe fight of a godly Miniſter at Reda. 
A. Wallace. The wife of Edaund Aalingten of Kendale going na- 
ked ¶ Ne vember 11. 1653.) through Kenda e Rreets & e. but theſe 
we have named are the very badge of their profeſſion; and we 
are ſatisfied that this will ſaffice to enforce that rule of the 
Apoftle upon every watebfull heart [from ſuch turne away.]

vanity, in crying'up themſcives.as extraordinary Prophets; 20 
count ing themſclncs the onely Rabbies or Anthenticall Doctors 
of truth in the world. We could aequaint the Learned, from 
Jewiſh Antiquities with many other affectations of the Phari- 
ſecs, their minicall geſtures, hypoeritieall carryages in the 
Kreers, wherein theſe men are a moſt exquiſite picture of them. 
But we rather leave them, as they are plainely ſer forth in theſe 
Seriptute diſcoveries for Monkſb Holinefſe, which we alſo attri- 
dute to them : He that ſhall compare their neglect of Apparell, 
the pretended frequent Faſſings, their difſen.b'ing ſepotation 
from the world (though Jewes Nayler being asked, how he left, 
and gave away his Eſtate, wheu he enired into this way, (aid, 
in the Publique Seffions at «Appleby, He gave it ro bu Wife ? 
a pretty ſhift) their counterfeiting Viſions and Revelations, 
the laying weight of juſtifieation, upon their outward oh- 
ſervances, and many other things of the ſame nature ; we 
ſay, he that hall compare them in theſe things, with Po- 
piſh Monkgt and Fryars, will queſtionleſſe conclude, That as 
their way in theſe things, is clearely the ſupetſtition of More. 
and _— ſo we have not been injurious in giving that Title 
to all the prerences of their kolinefle :* Nay we could produce 
inſtanses of Viſions, Revelations; Faſtings, &c. in that ſhaven 
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generation, which might let theſe people know, their perfeli in 


they boaſt of, leaves them many Leagues ſhort of this kinde of 
perfetion which hath more fully been acrain'd co by chat Popiſh
